2. SHIPPING BOYCOTT: DESPITE A U. S. COURT INJUNCTION, THE ILA 
BOYCOTT OF BAHAMAS SHIPPING CONTINUED LAST WEEK. CUBAN- AMERI- 
CAN FISHERMEN FORMED A PICKET LINE WHICH LONGSHOREMEN REFUSED 
TO CROSS DESPITE THE COURT ORDER. AS A RESULT, ABOUT HALF THE 
CRUISE SHIPS SCHEDULED INTO NASSAU HAD CANCELLED OUT AND THERE 
HAD BEEN A NOTICEABLE DROP IN TOURISTS AND SHOPPING ON BAY 
STREET. MARCH 9 U. S. JUDGE FINED MIAMI ILA DOLS 1,000 AND 
DOCKERS RETURNED TO WORK MARCH 10.
